FOLKESTONE, Eng., Sept.

Nazi lanes were destroyed,

Hitler's problems for the com- 
ing months are manifold. They |

Churchill has 
promised Germany “bombs for 
breakfast, bombs for tea, bombs for 
dinner and perhaps a few left over 
for a nighteap.” 
IMMEDIATE PROBLEM 

Russia presents the most imme- 
diately difficult problem for Hil- 
ler. It Was in Russia that the blitz- 
krieg suffered its first setback. The 
mechanized blitzkrieg method of | 
warfare demands that it progress 


faltered in Russia. Despite its air- 
planes and.swift tanks, it is con- 
spicuously behind the progress 
made by Napoleon's horse and foot 
soldiers. 

The Germans may take Lenin- 
grad, Kiev and Odessa before win- 
ter. All three cities are gravely 
threatened. They may even push 
on to Moscow, although that is not 
so likely. But the vast spaces ol 
Russia remains for the Russians to 
fight in, and they apparently in- 
tend to fight. 

The problems of space exists 
equally in southern Russia, The 
Germans have made not much 
more than a dent so far, advancing 
to the Dnieper, but they are still 
a thousand miles from the Urals 
and the Caucasus, where the oil is.

He was just 16, one of the many -thou- 
sands of British boys who, since that fate- 
ful day September, 1939, have been 
showing the world that boys can be men 
the hour of trial. His name was Dennis 
No more will his mother and 
. brother and sisters see his smiling 
r hear his happy laughter, for Dennis 
s paid the supreme sacrifice. He gave 
his life in the line of duty. 

It happened one afternoon. The sirens 
gave warning of an air raid. Within min- 
utes fire bombs were raining down on the 
roof of the premises where Dennis was at 
work, He had learned how to fight fires 
in the boy scouts so he volunteered to 
assist the fire party. It was whilst tackl- 
ing one of the bombs that it exploded and 
fatally injured him. For this and other 
acts of bravery the Scout Silver Cross for 
gallantry was awarded posthumously. 

Many Like Him 

In Britain today there are thousands 
more like Dennis Melville. Sixty thousand 
boys have been awarded the national 
service badge for sustained work as A.R.P. 
messengers, first aid orderlies, telephone 
operators, signallers, stretcher bearers, in- 
structors to the home guard, assistants in

More than 180 different kinds of service 
jobs have been listed. Many of them are 
dull routine tasks, others mean long 
periods on duty, waiting for the emerg- 
ency and being prepared to meet it when 
it comes.

been taught how to fight fires, how to act 
if an attack is made with poison gas, how 
to deal with panic. He has attained skill 
in first aid, in relaying verbal messages, 
in signalling and in a thorough knowledge 
of his own district. 

During the great fire blitz on London 
calls were sent to fire brigades in all sur- 
rounding areas and the provinces. It was 
the boy scouts who met the engines on the 
outskirts of the city and piloted them by 
the quickest route to where they were 
most needed. 

And during that blitz other scouts were 
at their posts of duty or, like,Scout Tony 
Bone of Holborn who, though off duty 
from the control centre where he has 
worked since the outbreak of war, went 
into the streets searching for people need- 
ing aid. He was soon in the thick of things 
and, seeing a fireman collapse, he got the 
man taken to a first aid post, then took 
up the hose and played it on the fire for 
severa] hours. 

Serves As Messenger

Returning to the scene of the fire they 
remained in active service until next 
morning, ‘being on duty for nearly 12 
hours. 

During another Yaid, Scout Blakemore 
distinguished himself by a fine piece of 
staff work. Realizing that the chief 
officer would have difficulty in keeping 
in jntimete touch with all fires, he inter- 
viewed and obtained permission from the 


‘manager of a theatre to let him use his 


telephone as an intermediate report centre. 
He telephoned the chief officer of his in- 
tention and then spent the night cycling 
to and from the scenes of several different 
fires through the height of the blitz, 
amidst incendiaries and falling shell-frag- 
ments, maintaining contacts and reporting 
progress to the central fire station. 
Canadian Funds 


This particular job has been described 
as a “brilliantly inspired piece of good 
service” and throughout official circles has 
gained the warmest praise for the initia- 
tive of boy scouts in action. 

George Ranford, aged 16, is a scout 
who has acted as guide to incoming relief 
parties. On arrival at the scene of one 
“incident” Ranford entered wrecked 
premisés with the rescue squad and was 
in the act of bringing out a young boy 
when another bomb fell and trapped them 
both. Ranford managed to free hirnself 
and proceeded with the rescue work, his 
calm courage having a steadying effect 
on several adults who were showing acute 
signs of hysteria. 

Some scouts have been on national 
service since the outbreak of war and are 
badly in need of a rest. These boys, and 
those who have been bombed out of their 
homes, are being given a week or a fort- 
night in a camp in North Wales, and all 
expenses of travel and food are being paid 
out of money which has been sent from 
scouts overseas. 

The scout commissioners in every 
blitzed district have been placed in funds 
so that immediate help can be given to 
More and more calls 
are being made on the funds and if the 
attacks on Britain continue, and they 
must be expected to go on for some time 
yet, an increasing amount of money will 
be required. 

The scouts of Britain are proud of their 
brother scouts of Canada for the way they 
are backing up the mother country in these

If it has to come down it will be one 
of London's most grievous losses, that 
sweet tower and steeple, one of Wren's 
miracles of just and delicate beauty that 
raised the eyes and souls of Cheapside | 
merchants as St. Paul's raises those of 
men in Fleet Street. Its crowning sprays 
of stone centering into the single point 
against the sky gives it a fountain-like 
beauty which is Wren in his rarest mood 
of ecstasy. 

St. Bride’s spire, that “madriga! in 
stone,” also stands over a bleck and ruined 
church, and it, too, is said to be in danger 
These two spires are among the most 
precious things in London architecture, 
the flagships of “the fleet of Wren.” 

It is to be hoped that the authorities 
are calling in the best expert assistance 
for immediate first aid to strengthen their | 
shaken structures until thorough measures 
can be taken. 


Places of Beauty 


It would almost seem as though the 
German destroyers seek out the partcular | 
places of beauty which the world came to 
see in London. News now released that 
the hal] of Charterhouse has been com- 
pletely demolished by them means that 
the four ancient timber-roofed halls of 
London have now been outraged. Charier- 
house and Gray's Inn have been destroyed, 


and Middle Temple Hall has been muti- 
lated, and the noblest of them all, the 
mediaeval Westminster Hall, has been in- 
jured Bombs also injured Crosby Hall, in 
Chelsea, a Tudor stone building removed 
from the city about thirty years ago and 
re-erected on the site of Thomas More's 
old garden. 

Charterhouse is a sad loss, a delightful 
cluster of ancient buildings behind Smith- 
field, once a priority, then a great town 
house in which Queen Elizabeth stayed 
on the way to her coronation, then the 
famous Charterhouse hospita] and school, 
Crashaw, Addison, Steele, John Wesley, 
Blackstone, and Thackeray were among its 
scholars. The most famous of its Brethren 
of the hospital never existed—Thackeray's 
Colonel Newcome—but as al) visitors 
there know, his innocent and chivalrous 
shade haunted the place, The small chapel 
hes survived, with its elaborate monument 
of the recumbent Thomas Sutton, the 
founder, “in his ruff and gown awaiting 
the great Examination Day.” Charter- 
house schoo! was moved to Godalming 
about seventy years ago, but the pen- 
sioners remained in the old buildings. 


Historic Interest 


Besides the greater halls of London, 
many lesser halls of beauty and historic 
interest have gone in the German savage 
ing of London City, 

Essex Street, a short brick-built street 
mainly tenanted by publishers and indi- 
vidual teashops and taverns, just west of 
the Temple, ended rather dramatically in 
a tall watergate that led to steps to the 
embankment. Nobody ever found out 
much about that baroque watergate, which 
had two tal] stone pilasters that may have 
come from Essex House that once stood 
here and queer attractive sides and attic 
of brick. German incendiary bombs have 
made a skeleton of that pretty structure,

They listen to 
what said and wateh everyone 
else spooning up their food They 
demand long drinks of: water or 
gnaw over-long at a small crust of 
bread. And if they are scolded they

Cause they are offended at the re- 
proofs 

Small children get down to the 
business of feeding themselves just 
about when parents are ready to 


leave the table. And during this 20 
minutes, the chief burden of con- 
versation has been, “Eat your meat 
now, chew it good. Take another 
spoOnful of your vegetables and 
then you won't have to eat any 
more You can have your bread 
when you finish what's already on 
your plate.” I'm not telling you 
anything, am I? 

Just because the slowness of 
children is so exasperating to the 
parents, it is a good idea when 
children can eat alone. They can 
sit down one-half hour before the 
Parents are ready to eat and will 
be ready for their dessert while 
the parents consume their first 
courses in their usual brisk way. 
By doing this, children can eat | 
at their own pace and in their | 
own way. If they were spared the 
distractions of the adult table and 
spared the inevitable nagging, 
their own appetites would flourish 
appreciably. 

The lack of parental supervision 
would’ prevent so much concern | 
Over whether the child holds his 
#poon as he should, or eats his food 
without spilling. No one would see 
if occasionally he grabbed a morsel 
in his hands 

All in all the custom of separating 
the children and the parents which 
exists among the more privileged 
families and jn those families where 
the adults’ hours cannot be made to 
coincide with the children’s, has 
obvious advantages. To eat and 
enjoy eating is the important habit 
we are trying to cultivate, and this 
could be the more easily brought 
about if the children ate by them- 
selves |

A view of the Smith-Putnam wind turbine on Grandpa's 
Knob—2,000-foot mountain in the Taconic range near 
Castleton, Vermont, with which it is sought to generate 
commercially useful alternating current from the winds.
